SILENCE BECOMES OMNIOUS 


The Disappointment Voiced by Some 
of the Pronounced Administra­ 
tion Organs. 


Washington, 
July I.—The 
purely 
social call which former President 
Roosevelt made upon President Taft 
at Beverly yesterday has proven a 
keep disappointment to the partisans 
of the Taft administration because it 
was so purely social that the long 
hoped for indorsement of the adminis­ 
tration’s course by Mr. Roosevelt has 
not been forthcoming, either from Mr. 
Roosevelt 
or 
through 
Mr. 
Taft’s 
friends. 
Washington’s Disappointment. 
The mutually effusive demonstra­ 
tion of personal friendship between 
the president and his predecessor has 
not been potent to conpensate the ad. 
n^nistration in Washington for the 
absence of a single expression in the 
two-and-a-half-hour visit and talk be­ 
tween Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Taft 
that might have been given to a cur­ 
ious public as in any way resembling 
an indorsement of the course of the 
Taft administration. 
This disappointment is voiced to­ 
day also by some of the pronounced 
administration organs, which, while 
admitting that Mr. Roosevelt has al­ 
ready given evidence by his actions 
that the difference between himself 
and Mr. Taft over the Ballinger-Pin- 
chot situation is irreconcilable, sug­ 
gest that the administration has ac­ 
complished much which entitles it to 
indorsement from Mr. Roosevelt, and 
these papers deplore the fact that 
no such indorsement, was forthcoming 
from the former pr. sident, even in a 
vague way, when the newspaper cor­ 
respondents held him up after the 
call on the president. This, with the 
silence on the subject of the visit. Ad­ 
ministration sources regard a depress 
ing and ominous.

dent Taft, Theodore Roosevelt and 
Governor Hughes to bring about the 
passage of the Cobb direct nomina­ 
tion bill.

Assembly resolution, fixing the hour 
for final adjournment at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. Advocates of the Cobb 
bill who mustered but 23 votes at a 
caucus last night, endeavored to send 
the resolution to the finance commit­ 
tee, where it was planned to hold 
it up so as to give more time to 
the consideration of the Cobb bill. 
The bill was killed in the senate 
after the amendments proposed by 
Llyd Griscom, Chairman of the New 
York County republican committee, 
and incorporated in the measure by 
a vote of 24 to 21. 
The result of the fight in the sen­ 
ate was an even more positive refus 
a1 to accept Roosevelt’s leadership 
in the matter than that of the as­ 
sembly yesterday.
